Annual Extension Report 
By H. W. NORTON, Jr., Director of Extension Service 


To the Board of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America: 


S Director of Extension Service during 1935 I am 

A pleased to report on the activities of this department 

of our organization. The Extension Service Com- 
mittee, in general charge of the extension program, was 

made up as follows: W. S. Moscrip, Chairman; A. J. 

Glover; F. J. Southcott; M. D. Buth; Paul P. Stewart; and 

H. V. Noyes. The committee held three meetings during 

the year to consider general policies of the extensign serv- 

ice and to plan a program for the year’s work in accordance 
with the budget voted by the Board of Directors. 

The field force included A. N. Crissey in the east, E, M. 
Clark and Robt. E. Geiger in the central west and H. A. 
Mathiesen in the western states. Mr. Geiger joined the 
extension staff on February 15th and the other three men 
were employed throughout the year. In addition to the 
regular fieldmen, Dr. E. E. Heizer was employed on a part 
time basis in cooperation with the University of Ohio. We 
are particularly fortunate in having such a fine group of 
field men and all of them have worked unceasingly for 
the best interests of our breed and deserve the highest 
praise for their untiring efforts throughout the year. 

Distribution of Territory 

The distribution of territory among the fieldmen was 

rather uneven and in some instances it was not even con- 
tiguous because of the desire on the part of several states 
to continue on the old system. The New England States 
and New Jersey were assigned to Mr. Crissey as in the 
previous year. Five new states were added to the territory 
covered by national field work with the understanding 
that the transfer earnings be retained as part of the Exten- 
sion funds. These states included Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Kansas and Missouri and an arrangement was 
made with Iliinois for part time field work and a propor- 
tionately reduced allotment to the state organization. 
These states were asigned to Mr. Clark and Mr. Geiger, 
Clark taking southern Wisconsin, lower Michigan, Illinois 
and Missouri, while Geiger took Minnesota, Northern Wis- 
consin, Upper Michigan and Kansas. Mr. Mathiesen had 
a much larger territory than the others including the 
states of Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Utah, Arizona and 
California. Comparison of the transfer earnings of these 
districts showed that the two midwestern districts brought 
in considerably more than either the eastern or western 
territories and an attempt was made to even this up to 
some extent by calling Mr. Crissey to Michigan and Mr. 
Mathiesen to Kansas for the month of March. In addition 
to this time spent outside their regularly assigned terri- 
tories they were called on to make a survey of the south- 
ern states during the fall season. 

Thus regular fleldwork was carried on in nineteen 
states including Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New Jersey, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Utah, Arizona and California. 
These nineteen states included 6913 active members based 
on the membership count of December 31, 1934 or approxi 
mately 48% of the total active membership of the associa- 
tion. If we add the states covered in the south, including 
Virginia, West Virginia, North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Texas, New Mexico and Oklahoma, coverage by 
ae men would include thirty-three states representing 
"%% of the active membership. 

State Allotments 

Direct allotments of funds for state extension activities 
Were made by the extension service committee to fourteen 
states.

to only $7,854 for the year. Difficulties of administration 
under these conditions are bound to increase and a definite 
policy one way or the other must be adopted to avoid 
serious trouble in the future. Action should be taken to 
settle this question once and for all and without delay.

The demand for higher testing milk for city milk supply 
in different sections of the country has furnished a serious 
problem to many Holstein herd owners. This demand for 
higher testing milk has developed largely as a result of 
price control measures and has been used by distributors in 
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competing for trade where price cutting was barred. As 
a result the average per cent fat in market milk has been 
raised from 3.4-3.6 of a few years ago to 4.0 and 4.2 in many 
cities and much higher in some instances. High standards 
for solids not fat have caused concern among our breeders 
particularly in the Los Angeles market. These difficulties 
have been most serious in the eastern states and on the 
West Coast and Crissey and Mathiesen devoted much of 
their time and attention to these problems during the 
year. Beginning in July, Mr. Baldwin was engaged to de- 
vote his entire time to these problems of milk marketing 
under Mr. Noyes’ supervision and the results of his work 
will be reported elsewhere. Needless to say, he has had 
the fullest cooperation from the Extension Service Depart- 
ment and the field men in this important work. 
Calf Clubs 

Holstein calf club work continues to grow and develop 
and is undoubtedly one of our important projects. As a 
training schools for boys and girls whom we hope and ex- 
pect will take a prominent part in the affairs of this or- 
ganization in later years, it is of utmost importance that 
we keep the standards of club work high. Selection of 
high class calves for club members has been urged at all 
times and adoption of a three year program carrying the 
heifer through one lactation period on test has been advo- 
cated. Adoption of the so-called Danish system of judging, 
in which the animals are placed in 1st, 2nd, 3d, and 4th 
prize groups has been encouraged and has proved very 
satisfactory where adopted. 

Certificates of merit were issued to 244 boys and girls 
during the year, allowing them the privilege of members 
rates for registry and transfer fees until they become 
twenty-one years of age. The total membership in the 
junior organization was 4,231 at the close of 1935. It has 
been customary for the Extension Service to select a Na- 
tional 4-H Holstein Champion Boy and Girl each year and 
this honor for 1935 was awarded to Monetha Newman, 
York, Nebraska, as Champion Girl and Junior George 
Smith, Aurora, Illinois was selected as Champion Boy. 

Holstein-Friesian Histories were awarded as prizes in 
4-H Club shows, a copy going to each exhibitor of a first 
prize Holstein, and 987 histories were distributed in this 
way.

Cattle Shows and Exhibits 

Breeders were encouraged as in past years to exhibit at 
their local, state and regional shows and the 1935 show 
season was generally considered as very satisfactory with 
exhibits marked by especially high quality throughout. 
Booths for distribution of literature were maintained and 
special exhibits arranged at a number of fairs. The exhib- 
its at the four regional shows including, Eastern States 
Exposition, Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, National Dairy 
Show and Pacific International Livestock Exposition were 
of special interest featuring high producing cows. The 
former world’s record cow for lifetime milk production, 
Highfield Colantha Mooie was shown at Eastern States and 
five 1,000-Ib. fat cows including the highest record fat pro- 
ducer living, Calamity Nig of Elmwood Farms were shown 
at Waterloo and St. Louis. Another feature of the exhibit 
at the National was the Goodnight family of children 
reared on Holstein milk and all blue ribbon winners in 
Missouri Health Contests. 

Interest in “Black and White” shows was created in 
many sections and shows of this type were held for the 
first time in Kansas and Minnesota and pronounced a 
great success. 

Breed Publicity 

The year 1935 has been a remarkable year for great pro- 
duction records for our breed as shown in the report of 
the Advanced Registry Office and while facilities for get- 
ting out publicity have been somewhat limited we have 
made a real effort to keep this information before the 
public in the form of local, state and national news stories. 
During the year 1,038 news stories have been prepared in 
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the Extension Service Office and released for publication, 
including 22 national, 169 state and 847 local stories. 
Inquiries and Literature 

The number of inquiries received during the vear for 
Holstein cattle and Holstein information showed a sub- 
stantial gain with a total of 8,489 such inquiries as com- 
pared to 8,041 during 1934. Students and county agricul- 
tural agents furnished 5,410 inquiries and 3,079 came from 
Holstein breeders and others. During the year 126 fair 
packages and 703 school packages were sent out and a 
total of more than 165,000 pictures, posters, pamphlets 
end bulletins were distributed. In addition to this free ma- 
terial, breeders who are selling Holstein milk to the city 
trade were supplied with considerable quantities of adver- 
tising material at cost. This included 7,840 calendars, 
17,504 Holstein milk circulars, 4,400 bottle collars, 2,665 
bulletins’ and phamphlets, blotters, pictures, postcards and 
other items totalling 34,166 pieces of advertising material.

The purpose of our extension service is to develop and 
improve the breed and to promote the best interests of 
Holstein breeders throughout the country. Extension work 
is primarily educational and education is a slow process. 
While it may be difficult to measure results attained and 
to point out definite advancement we must not be dis- 
couraged. We are living in an era of rapidly changing 
conditions but we should not lose sight of the fundamental 
principles of economics. The demand for higher testing 
milk for city trade brings up a question of great impor- 
tance to our breeders. Shall we breed for high fat milk? 
The answer is most emphatically no. We have too many 
advantages over the high fat breeds. Economy of produc- 
tion is the first consideration and we know that it costs 
more to produce a quart of 4.0, 4.5 or 5.0% milk than it 
does to produce a quart of 3.5% milk and the great maj- 
ority of people are neither willing nor able to pay the extra 
cost. Studies of the cost of milk production on 357 Penn- 
sylvania farms, published by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics showed the feed cost of 4.25% milk was 22% 
higher than that on 3.5% and 4.0% milk was nearly 15% 
higher in feed cost than 3.5% milk. Similar studies by 
Danish investigators over a ten year period showed that 
the feed cost of 4.28% milk was higher than that testing 
3.6% butterfat and 5.34% milk was produced at a feed 
cost 28% above that testing 3.6% butterfat. The trend in 
per cent fat has been upward during recent years as shown 
by the records on file in the Advanced Registry Office and 
the breed average at present is just about 3.5% fat. I 
would not care to see it go above 3.6 or 3.7 at the highest. 
The demand for higher testing milk for the city trade has 
come from the distributor. 1t has not a customer demand. 
In the battle for customers, deep cream line is the easy 
argument, and as a result, the test has been stepped up to 
a point where milk is costing too much and many distrib- 
utors are already anxious to change back to a lower test 
basis. Where a few years ago many herds owners were 
adding yellow cows to their herds they are now swinging 
back to the old standby, the Black and White cow. We 
have no quarrel with the high fat breeds. Some people 
want a high test milk and can afford it and they should 
be supplied but the great majority will prefer moderate 
fat milk at a lower cost per quart. No breed can adapt itself 
to the changing whims of the market; and _ standardiza 
tion, either up or down as the case may be, seems the best 
solution and should be welcomed by all breeds. Mixing 
breeds in the herd is bound to be disastrous under all 
ordinary herd conditions and legal standardization woul 
eliminate this most undesirable makeshift and allow the 
dairyman to keep the breed he likes the best and CoB 
siders best adapted for his special purposes. 

The percentage of butterfat in milk is not a fair basis 
for determining the price as milk contains many other col 
stituents of equal or greater importance that do not vary 
in proportion to fat content. The percentage of lactosé 
or milk sugar is practically the same regardless of fat 
content; ash or mineral content, another extremely valuable

Newly elected officers are: Presi- 
dent, Hans Anderson, Grahamholm 
Farm, Rochester; vice-president, J. 
Amos Kennedy, Rochester; secretary- 
treasurer, Warren Johnson, Roches- 
ter. 

Fred Osterkamp, Almena, Wis., 
secretary of the Barron County Hol- 
stein Breeders Association, reports 
that they now have 10 regular or- 
ganized cow testing associations 
functioning in Barron County.

Extension Service Report 

are glad to present in this issue the report of Direc- 
W ec: H. W. Norton, Jr., covering Extension Service 

activities of the Association during the past year. 
It is a comprehensive report and we are sure it will be read 
with interest, not only as a record of what has been done, 
but also for its suggestions for consideration as to future 
procedure. 

One of the real problems which has troubled the Ex- 
tension Committee and the Director has been the allocation 
of funds for Extension effort in the various states. Back 
in 1922, the Kansas City Convention voted to increase the 
transfer fee to. $1.50 as a base with the understanding that 
50 cents for each transfer should be allocated by the Board 
to properly functioning state organizations in the several 
states where such transfers were filed for their use in 
carrying on extension work for the breed. For the larger 
states, this meant a substantial total which was adequate to 
finance the work. In the smaller states, it was of course 
inadequate to carry on much of a progam. 

The next step was for various groups of states to pool 
their resources and put in a single fieldman for the dis- 
trict. Depression came on and the transfer fee allotments 
became inadequate in most of the states so arrangements 
were completed whereby these districts found it expedient 
to turn the work back to the National Association, waiving 
such transfer allotments as they were entitled to, adding 
some local contributions to the fund, and giving the Na- 
tional Association the responsibility of putting up the rest 
of the money necessary to carry on. Depression continued, 
transfer fees were reduced as a measure of relief to the 
breeders, but the demand as well as the pressing need for 
continuing extension effort was not abated. The result was 
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apparent in the red ink of the annual financial statements, 
but as the Association had set aside a reserve fund of sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars for just such emergencies, 
there was little lack of agreement regarding the continua- 
tion of the policy through the existing emergency. Several 
of the larger states continued active organizations, using 
the transfer allotments as the basis of their financing to 
meet expenses of operation. Some of them made good use 
of the money. Others inadequately financed from this 
source, kept on with rather indifferent success. 

Then, at the Baltimore Convention in 1934, it was voted 
to discontinue the program of transfer fee apportionments 
to the state organizations, charging the Board of Directors 
and Extension Committee with the responsibility of main- 
taining the field work program. It was understood the 
Associations that were doing good work would be continued 
with direct grants, where they preferred to handle it that 
way, and that National fieldmen would be on the job for 
other districts. 

This hybrid arrangement was made primarily because 
New York State, with an outstanding successful organiza- 
tion, desired to continue to paddle its own canoe, rather 
than turning it over to the National auspices. It was felt 
that some of the push of local pride and interest on the part 
of the large membership might be lost through such a 
change. With the precedent established in New York it 
proved to be difficult for the Committee to apply the Balti- 
more rule with other states making similar requests. 

As a result, Mr. Norton reports, there were during 1935, 
fourteen states receiving direct allotments ranging from as 
low as $6 a year for Nevada to $4,500 for New York, the 
total tor the fourteen being $7,854. Field work by four 
National men is being carried on in 19 other states. The 
states which are receiving direct allotments and carrying 
on their own service are not faring as well as they would 
under the old plan of turning back 50 cents for each trans- 
fer. The transfer earnings would have amounted to $12,887 
instead of $7,854 actually alloted. Conversely, the other 
National districts are receiving more than they would have 
done under the old 50-cent plan. 

Mr. Norton feels, and doubtless with reason, that dif- 
ficulties of administration under these conditions are bound 
to increase, and he strongly urges that some definite policy 
be adopted promptly either to return all of the funds for 
general field work back to the states, or else put it all on 
a National basis. 

It is a tough nut to crack. Take the case of New York 
State. They have an organization that expects to have 
1,400 active paid members this year. They have done much 
splendid work, have developed interested active workers 
who take a great deal of personal pride in the organization 
and what it has been able to accomplish. We are wonder- 
ing if that same degree of personal support would be forth- 
coming if final say on its policies and the methods of carry- 
ing them out were vested in the National office at Madison. 
Perhaps a sufficient degree of self determination could be 
provided so that there would be no noticeable loss of local 
pride and initiative, and the strong personal hold it has 
upon its members. If it can be done, it is undoubtedly the 
sound procedure. No amount of field service, however, can 
take the place of an interested loyal, active local member- 
ship, and if the latter must be impaired to bring about the 
needed centralization, then centralization is costing more 
than it is worth. 

We think the Board of Directors is quite in agreement 
that if Extension effort is to be maintained even on its 
present scale, it will be necessary to put the transfer fee 
back on its old base of $1.50 for members. Our fees for 
all services would still be very low in comparison with 
the charges made by the other breed associations. Per- 
haps with these higher transfer fees and the expected in- 
crease in business, some more satisfactory solution of the 
Extension service problem may be possible. Views and 
suggestions from readers will be appreciated.

] for our cover illustration this week the picture of the 

leading Honor List Sire of the year, as announced in 
the feature story of this issue. The winner is a figure 
familiar to World readers. King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 
was born to royalty, his dam being the famous champion 
producer, Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsty. King Besslé 
came to Elmwood Farms in dam, and has there spent his 
entire lifetime. As a calf, he was selected as Reserve All- 
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American and was the All-American winner in senior year- 
ling and two-year-old form in 1928 and 1929. He was then 
retired from the show ring and has since been in very 
heavy service at Elmwood. His sons and daughters have 
been sensational winners in the show ring each year since 
his first calves were available in the calf classes of 1929. 
Since that year, they and their sons and daughters have 
won 18 All-American designations and 13 Reserve All- 
American designations, and for the past several years the 
Eimwood show herds have been made up entirely of sons 
end daughters of King Bessie and their offspring, With 
this background of achievement in the show ring, the 
honors now won for production take on an added signifi- 
cance as a demonstration of type and production in the 
same package. We extend congratulations to Bob Ras- 
mussen and the entire Eimwood organization.

We Have With Us— 


HERE is probably no better known figure in Holstein 
Truietes today than the subject of this sketch. A Hol- 

stein enthusiast by precept and practice, he loves fine 
livestock regardless of breed or nature. It is bred into the 
innermost fibre of his being. Few men in the Jersey, 
Guernsey, Ayrshire or Brown Swiss are better informed 
regarding those breeds—and he knows their better breed- 
ers and better animals as he knows the Holstein industry. 
He knows running horse pedigrees but loves the trotters; 
is a keen judge of draft horses and is winning some reputa- 
tion as a breeder of sheep. His memory for animals is 





almost uncanny and he has the true breeder’s attribute 
of being able to see the faults in his own animals as well 
as their good points—a very necessary qualification for suc- 
cess in animal husbandry. 


Paul B. Misner was born 
some forty-odd (not many 
odd, though) years ago in 
Ulster County, N. Y. His 
father, Henry Misner, was an 
active Holstein breeder, a 
member of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America 
joining in 1902. It is stated 
on authority for which we 
cannot vouch that Paul learn- 
ed to read by studying the 
herd books and the Holstein- 
Friesian Register. In 1912, he 
joined the pedigree organiza- 
tion of E. M. Hastings at La- 
cona, with which I was then 
associated, but after about a 
year in which he demon- 
strated and developed his 
keen knowledge of Holstein 
blood lines and his tremen- 
dous energy in getting things 
done, he resigned, atiy’ still 
under his majoritwett help 
out his old friend and neigh- 
bor, Mr. J. W. Dimick, by 
taking over the management 
of Woodcrest Farms, Rifton, 
N. Y., along with his older 
brother, Edward, now a pro- 
fessor of farm management 
at Cornell. The death of Mr. 
f Dimick resulted in the break- 
ng up of the herd, and Paul joined the Fasig-Tipton organ- 
zation in New York, whose Old Glory sales have made them 
king-bees in the selling of trotting horses at auction. Then 
in 1918, Frank Price brought him into the World organiza- 
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tion as associate editor and to take charge of the adver- 
tising service. He was still on the job here when later that 
same year we consolidated the Black and White Record 
with the World and I took over the editorship, with Frank 
as Business Manager and Paul turning out the advertising 
copy with the hand of a skilled master. 

John A. Bell, Jr., at that time was laying the founda- 
tions for the Bell Farms herd, and in 1920, he persuaded 
Paul, who had been handling the Bell advertising account, 
to return to direct contact with the living animals and take 
over the management of Bell Farms. They proved to be 
kindred spirits and the friendship that grew up between 
them has persisted. About 1928, Mr. Bell sold the original 
Bell Farms to Messrs. Rieck and Nettrour, and reduced his 
own herd to small size. A Baltimore lumberman, named 
J. (for Joseph) Natwick was just then laying the founda- 
tions for a Holstein herd on a farm he was blasting out of 
the stumps of his own logging operations near Baltimore. 
He offered Paul the managership to assist in building from 
the ground up a real breeding institution. Sensing in Mr. 
Natwick a deep-seated love of livestock that matched his 
own, Paul took over the job and they have worked harmon- 
iously to this day with identical objects and aims in build- 
ing a breeding herd that will make a real contribution to 
the improvement of the breed. 

In 1929, with the annual convention coming to Philadel- 
phia, the Brentwood mantle of William G. Davidson, was be- 
queathed by the originator to Paul Misner, in the secure 
confidence that the Brentwood traditions would be faith- 
fully maintained. He managed the Brentwood of 1929 and 
the Royal Brentwood series of 1931, 1932, 1934 and the 
1936 event that now holds the center of the stage. So well 
organized is the farm personnel at Dunloggin that events 
there continue their well-ordered progress, regardless of 
Paul’s absence on ten thousand miles of travel in further- 
ing the Royal Brentwood interests. 

Personable and an interesting conversationalist, and 
regarded as a highly eligible bachelor, he has resisted all 
blandishments of the determined sex and he has often told 
me that no female could arouse his interest unless she 
had four legs. Though he has a fine appreciation of music 
and the drama and has been known to raise his voice in 
song in the privacy of a travelling motor car, he wastes no 
time on the amusements and weaknesses that most of us 
are prone to indulge. Yet—he is no prude, is universally 
liked, respected and admired by all who have the common 
bond of love of fine livestock. None who would not trust 
him with their purse or their reputation. He has a delight- 
ful sense of humor and loves to tease his friends with 
mystery. He has always steadfastly refused to divulge the 
name for which his middle initial stands. Would it be 
Brentwood? 

The accompanying picture was taken in 1929 at the 
time of the Brentwood National in Philadelphia. We doubt 
if Paul knows of its existence. His modesty is one of his 
endearing characteristics, and we are not sure that he will 
exactly like this rather intimate review of his life and 
work. But we must run the risk of that for the sake of 
presenting to our readers a few of the salient facts regard- 
ing our nomination as No. 1 livestockman of America.

An interesting letter was recently 
received from Mr. G. M. Clemons, 
Secretary, The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of Canada: 


“Brantford, Ont., Dec. 26, 1935. 
“Dear Dr. Strickland: 

We are anxious to secure reliable 
information on the composition of 
Holstein milk as compared to the 
milk of other breeds. We would 
also like to have reliable information 
on the relative merits of breed milk 
in relation to curd tests and whether 
it has been definitely proven that 
soft curd is related to mammitis. Do 
you know of any large scale tests 
that have been made by responsible 
parties from which accurate data 
has been evolved on either of these 
subjects? There are so many claims 
and counterclaims in connection 
with relative values of milk that we 
would like to secure any information 
that is recognized as accurate and 
unbiased. 

‘“‘Any help or suggestions that you 
can give us will be very much ap- 
preciated. While the problem of 
marketing Holstein milk in Canada 
is not as acute as it appears to be 
in the United States, nevertheless, 
we cannot afford to remain dormant 
on the issue. We follow with inter- 
est your section in the Holstein- 
Friesian World and if we had a few 
champions of the cause like your- 
self, in this country, we would have 
something to build on.

The reader will note what Mr. 
Clemons’ writes,——‘‘There are so 
many claims and _ counter-claims,”’ 
and yet he wants “information that 
is recognized and unbiased.’”’ Per- 
sonally, we are quite unable to tell 
Mr. Clemons where to get it. Pos- 
sibly the expected, reliable source 
for such information is in the Di- 
visions of Dairying of our Agricul- 
tural Colleges. Is this an unreason- 
able expectation? 

We have corresponded with sev- 
eral such departments seeking in- 
formation relative to this very sub- 
ject, but up to my last attempt, it 
appears that little or no curd test 
work has been done on the different 
breed-milks. In our own work we 
had previously found curd tests in 
individual Holstein and Ayrshire 
cows,—very low tensions; one being 
as low as 6 grams, with a few oth- 
ers of 8, 10 and 12 grams. Here in 
our Rhode jIsland Holstein herds 
we have found several that tested 
less than 40 grams for herd milk,— 
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three of them being 30, 34 and 38 
grams,—averaging about 26 cows,— 
pure breds,—per herd. 

Later, when certain rumors were 
heard that very soft curds was like- 
ly to be due to some disease in the 
udders of these animals, we again 
checked upon the curd tension of 
the above mentioned, extremely soft 
curd cows, in connection with phys- 
ical examination by a competent vet- 
erinary, beside making bacteriolog- 
ical examinations of the milk from 
each quarter of the udder for the 
presence of streptococi or other 
disease organisms, as well as micro- 
scopical examination for excessive 
leucocytes, pus and _ blood cells. 
These particular animals failed to 
show any evidence of udder infec- 
tion or injury. 

We do not mean to say that all 
cows tested with resultant low ten- 
sion curd would be free from udder 
trouble,—that such conditions could 
not cause the low tension. We mere- 
ly say that in such instances that we 
have first hand knowledge, that in 
our opinion those particular cows 
did not have diseased udders; and 
we may add, that insofar as our own 
herd is concerned, we never saved 
the milk from a cow whose udder 
was inflamed,—tender to touch, un- 
til such inflamation cleared and 
microscopical search disclosed the 
absence of micro-organisms indica- 
tive of injury. 

In one instance, I found a breed- 
er of another kind of dairy cattle, 
who told me that he had read that 
the cause of low curd tests in those 
breeds claiming high percentage of 
soft curd cows, (We mention them 
for him: Holsteins and Ayrshires’, 
was probably due to udder trouble. 


When we were keenest on the sub- 
ject of soft curd milk, we offered to 
test all our memberships’ cows (R. 
I. Grade A Raw Milk Producers Asso- 
ciations) with the Curd-O-Meter,— 
without charge. Strange as it may 
seem, our only response came from 
owners of Holsteins and Ayrshire 
herds and the one Brown Swiss 
herd in the state. We couldn’t in- 
terest the others apparently, despite 
the fact that we believed all breeds 
has some individuals with a low soft 
curd test. Where does adverse crit- 
icism usually come from? The Hol- 
stein and the Ayrshire cattle are, or 
should be, keen competitors in the 
potable milk field. 

Now if Mr. Clemons means the 
chemical composition of different 
breed milks, is there any great rea- 
son why their chemical constituents 
shouldn’t show more or less variance 
when done upon different cows of a 
breed, and by different chemists? 
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Any chemist testing milk in any 
herd of cattle will find much vari- 
ance in the proportion of these con- 
stituents in milks from individual 
animals of the same breed,—and ir- 
respective of breed. In my opinion, 
this is one reason why autorities on 
milk analysis cause lay people to in- 
quire,—‘‘Why is your tabulation of 
data different from some other?” If 
interested in this prase of the sub- 
ject, why not look up the various 
authorities on milk and see how each 
of them state the ‘‘average composi- 
tion’? of milk representative of each 
of the breeds. Then I think one 
will agree that we, as exponents of 
Holstein milk, are no more biased 
than are competitors in any other 
line of business,—i. e., automobiles, 
mowing machines or cigarettes. 


Here is how we wish we might 
settle any controversy as to the 
merits of our Holstein milk, after 
having stated our claims for super- 
iority,—never mind the component 
percentages,—depth of cream-line 
or color,—just an opportunity to 
feed Holstein milk in competition 
with any other breed milk, under 
as nearly similar conditions as pos- 
sible for a reasonable period of time, 
to any type of living humans,—in- 
fants, children, or adults. 

Oh, what’s the use! It has been 
done,—innumerable times by nutri- 
tion experts and reported in favor 
of Holstein milk in the great major- 
ity of instances,—physicians have 
said so right in the books published 
by them,—in numerous papers read 
before clinics and medical conven- 
tions. 

If in doubt, write now while you 
are thinking about it, to the Ex- 
tension Service, 448 W. Washington 
Ave., Madison, Wis. Ask for “What 
Doctors Say About Holstein Milk,” 
and any other publication compiled 
from the Archives of Pediatrics,— 
Superintendent Norton will then 
know what to send you. 


Of course there will always be dif- 
ferences of opinion on every sub- 
ject,—biased opinion sometimes};— 
but the real stuff to remember is: 
“THE PROOF OF THE PUDDING 
IS IN ITS EATING.” 

We are perfectly willing to sub- 
stitute Holstein milk with the same 
intent and purpose of the original 
axiom. We are confbent that it 
will furnish the truth. 

If one but keeps his eyes and ears 
open, what splendid testimony o2¢ 
may acquire. For instance, here 
are two new ones for our collection 
of true experiences: 

Recently I was conversing with 4 
well known professor connected with 
the dairy department of one of our 
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better known agricultural colleges. 
He knew I was interested in the sub- 
ject of Holstein milk. He has to 
deal with each of the dairy breeds 
and must show no partiality. He 
said: 

“We lost our first child. The milk 
fed to it was too rich; we thought 
it was the best milk—but not for 
our purpose of feeding our little 
one. 

“We have raised our other chil- 
dren on Holstein milk; each of them 
are strong, vigorous, healthy young- 
sters.”’ 

Another, a director of extension, 
paid tribute to the health, vitality, 
nutrition qualities of Holstein milk, 
and expressed unbelief in the wis- 
dom of making Holsteins a 4% or 
better milk producer.

“At two years of age we had a 
very sick little girl. We fed her all 
kinds of prepared foods; took her 
to many doctors; there appeared to 
be no permanent help for our little 
one. Finally, we took her to a noted 
pediatrician in New York City. Fol- 
lowing a most criticial physical ex- 
amination, he said: ‘She has had too 
much fat food. I am treating more 
than 500 like her now—cut out all 
fats of every kind. Feed her only 
skim milk. I will want to see her 
twice each month.’ ”’ 

Continuing, the Director said: 
“That’s all there was to it. In an 
incredibly short time color bloomed 
in her cheeks and body. She im- 
proved rapidly for the next three 
years when the physician thought 
we could begin feeding her a little 
whole milk and some butter. Very 
soon she lost her roseate tints, be- 
came pale and listless. We went 
back to skimmed milk and in a few 
days her color was back. She had 
days her color was back. She has 
been on skimmed milk ever since 
and without fats. Today, at 15, she 
is as healthy a child as one ever 
saw and weighs 135 lbs.’’ 

What then, is the sense of in- 
creasing too much, the fat in our 
dairy breed (if even we permanently 
can), when the evidence and the 
studies of physicians clearly shows 
that too much fat is detrimental 
sometimes positively injurious. This 
is the next step after the Baldwin 
plan has removed the discrimination 
against our milk—to teach the pub- 
lic through proper advertising, the 
merits of Holstein milk—this safe, 
beneficial, beautifying milk above 
all other, 

“Believe it or not,’’ and believe it 
again, that not because we produce 
It, but Holstein milk testing from 
3.2% to not above 3.6% is the ideal 
lacteal nutritive for fulfilling the in- 
tent and purpose of our slogan: 
“Health—vVitality—Nutrition.” 

If each member of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, and 
the countless thousands who milk 
grade or pure bred Holsteins, will 
xpress faith in the breed and tell 
the merits of her product on every

constituent increases very slightly in the higher testing 
milk and protein content increases at less than half of the 
rate of increase in fat content. The following figures 
taken from Bulletin 325, Illinois Agricultural Experiment 
Station entitled, “Food Value of Milk in Different Tests”, 
wil serve to illustrate these differences very nicely.

This table shows clearly that food value of milk cannot 
be judged fairly on the basis of butterfat content alone 
and suggests the importance of developing some better 
system of determining the value of milk for the city trade. 

In the annual report of the Advanced Registry Office, I 
have pointed out the tremendous possibilities of the breed 
and the necessity for testing on a larger scale as a means 
of raising the general levels of production of the breed. 
The popularity of the Holstein-Friesian cow is unques- 
tioned. Our total importations, which may be considered 
as our foundation stock, amounted to about 10,000 animals 
as compared to three times‘ that number imported by the 
other dairy breeds. Yet, according to Federal Census 
figures, 51% of all pure bred dairy cattle in the U. S. are 
Holstein-Friesians, showing that they have stood the test 
with the dairymen throughout the country and have proved 
themselves the most satisfactory and profitable of the 
dairy breeds. 

The average production for U. S. dairy cows in 1934, 
according to the Bureau of Dairy Industry was 158 pounds 
fat. The average for all herds in local cow testing asso- 
ciations for that year was 322 pounds fat. The average in 
cur Herd Test was 380 pounds and for the past year 258 
herds averaged 391.2 pounds fat per cow, with 116 or 41% 
above the 400 pound mark. 

These figures show something of the potential producing 
ability of this great breed of cattle, 2%4 times the general 
average on a herd basis, with many herds far above this 


figure. What would it mean to have 25-50% of the breed , 


on test regularly, culling the low producing strains, locat- 
ing the really valuable sires and brood cows and steadily 
raising the general average? It can be done with the right 
kind of concerted effort, and this is the most important 
objective in our whole campaign for breed improvement 
With such a program, our slogan, “Holsteins for Profit” 
will continue to hold true in the future as it has in the 
past. 


Volume 7 Red Book 

OLUME 7 of the Red Book, covering the seventh yeat 
V of the Herd Test, has recently been issued by the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America. It gives 

the data on the fiscal year ending September 30, 1935. As 
usual, it is a gold mine of information. The herds complet 
ing records during the year are listed alphabetically, with 
summaries of their production. Listing of individual mem 
bers of these herds is omitted for two main reasons. These 
are calendar year rather than lactation records.

tion records of each individual cow are listed in another 
section of the book under the name of her sire, so that 
the individual listing under the herd name with a different 
figure (covering the calendar year) seemed not only un- 
necessary but possibly rather confusing. The saving in 
cost of printing is a worthwhile one. 

The sire lists are complete for this year’s work, but with 
references to the preceding volume for records of daugh- 
ters tested in earlier years. It would be a little easier for 
reference to carry the complete listing in each volume, 
without the need of looking back in an earlier volume, but 
the additional expense in printing made it prohibitive, and 
we are sure breeders will experience no great difficulty 
in the matter. A copy of Volume 6 should be secured 
along with Volume 7. 

A complete list of dams having three or more H. I. R. 
tested daughters is given, with all records of daughters 
tested during the past fiscal year, and references to Vol. 6 
for the details of such daughters as were tested earlier. 
Another section includes a listing of the records of 267 
sires having Mount Hope Indexes with new information 
appearing in this volume. There are 67 other sires, pre- 
viously indexed and appearing in Vol. 6, that are not in- 
cluded in the current listing on account of having no new 
records added since the former publication. Lists of the 
leading herds in average production for five, six and seven 
years, are also included.

TRIBUTE TO MR. LUSCHER 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

It is with deep regret I read of the death of Director 
Jacob Luscher who I met for the first time at an annual 
convention several years ago. 

At that time Mr. Luscher introduced himself to me to 
tell me that our beliefs and views on Holstein milk were 
quite the same; he expressed the hope that I would keep 
on this subject of boosting Holstein milk. 

We visited until very late that Monday night. His 
charming simplicity and wise understanding of what Hol- 
stein milk should be and could accomplish, endeared him 
to me right from that moment. He told me of his success 
in selling at retail, the product of his pure bred herd. 

Since then I have known Mr. Luscher as one of our 
most sincere champions to better appreciation and under- 
standing of our breed’s milk, and at every convention 
thereafter—the only times I had the honor and pleasure of 
seeing him—he gave me his personal encouragement to 
continue the exploitation of our milk to the membership 
of our association to which he ably assisted in directing its 
affairs. He knew our cattle and their product. 

There are many in our association who know Holstein- 
Friesian cattle, but so far as I am aware, Mr. Luscher was 
one of too few members who not only knew Holstein cows, 
but their product as well, and the story of his success 
demonstrates his faith and knowledge in a most convinc- 
ing and practical manner. 

There are too few of us apparently inclined to cham- 
pion the product of our herds, and for this it has been 
most fortunate to have had Mr. Luscher’s help thus far 
along our milk exploiting road, and a great loss to this 
cause not to have his extremely valuable assistance over 
the crucial next several years to come.

NEW JERSEY DAIRY DAY 
Results of scientific research don 
on what formerly was a_ philan- 
thropist’s estate in Sussex County 


will attract hundreds of dairymen on 
May 16, when the fifth anniversary of 
the establishment of the North Branc 
of the New Jersey Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, Rutgers University, 
will be celebrated. 

The gift of James Turner of Mont- 
clair, the North Branch of the Sta- 
tion consists of 1,200 acres of land, 
various farm buildings and equipment, 
and dairy herds located near Sussex, 
N. J. The gift was made to the 
State of New Jersey with the stipula- 
tion that it should be operated by 
the Experiment Station as a center 
for research on problems of the 
dairy industry. 

In slightly less than five years, the 
Station’s department of dairy hus- 
bandry has initiated research on 
breeding cattle, pasture management, 


grass silage, dehydrated hay, milk 
color and various phases of dairy 
nutrition. 

Progress made in this research 


will be shown to visiting dairymen, 
beginning with a parade of Holsteins 
used in experiments conducted to de- 
velop a family of Holsteins capable 
of producing milk with a four per 
cent butterfat average. The results in 
this direction to date are gratifying. 
The herd of Holsteins now numbers 
100 herd, 68 of which are cows. 

Also to be shown are juxuriant 
permanent pastures which now per- 
mit the grazing of more than one cow 
» the acre on land that five years 
ago had little or no grazing value. 
Results already obtained in pasture 
research at the North Branch Station 
have impressed qnundreds of dairy- 
men with the importance of giving 
closer attention to pastures as a 
means of reducing feed costs. 

A special invitation is extended to 
Holstein breeders in neighboring 
states to join with the New Jersey 
dairymen on this occasion. 





Cuba a Potential Market for Holsteins 
An intensive campaign is being 
conducted in the municipality of 
Hato Nuevo, Province of Matanzas, 
Cuba, to improve the locally bred 
cattle and introduce pedigreed ani- 
mals into th e_ district.

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Holsteins in New Jersey 


A renewed interest in Holsteins 
was manifested at meetings held in 
Warren, Sussex, Hunterdon, Salem, 
Cumberland and Gloucester Counties, 
in the week of April 5th. Officers for 
the next 12 months were elected, pro- 
grams outlined, and matters of inter- 
est to the breed discussed. Mr. Allen 
Crissey, Fieldman for the Northeast, 
was present at all of the meetings. He 
showed the filmstrip of pictures of 
Holsteins in their native land, of Hol- 
land and reported on breed and milk 
marketing activities throughout the 
East. 


The Warren County Holstein Club 
elected as its officers, August Blau, 
Hackettstown, President; Snyder 
Volk, Stewartsville, Vice President; 
Theodore Schanzlin, Washington, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer; Director of the 
State Association for Warren Coun: 
ty, Charles Rush of Phillipsburg. Mr. 
Blau is the owner of the herd that 
made the highest herd average for the 
past year in the New Jersey Herd Im- 
provement Associations. Seventeen 
head of purebreds averaged 14,442 lbs. 
of milk and 508 lbs. of fat on three 
times-a-day milking. The stride made 
in increased production since 1929 
has been noteworthy. In that year, 
‘ which was the first in which the herd 
was on test, the average fat yield per 
cow was 319 lbs. From that point 
there has been a steady rise culminat- 
ing in last year’s high average which 
reflects a 59% increase. 

Mr. Snyder Volk, who purchased the 
farm and herd of Frank Castner last 
summer, is on the road to accomplish- 
ing some worthwhile results with 
tlack and whites. His herd includes 
several excellent daughters of a son of 
Johanna Rag Rag Apple Pabst, now at 
Weyhill Farm, Penn. 


One of the good Warren County 
herds is that belonging to Charles 
Rush of Phillipsburg. It consistently 
averages around ten thousand pounds 
of milk a year in Class C. A famous 
cow in this herd was the foundation 
matron, “Julia”, that was useful until 
18 years of age. Her lifetime record 
for production was considerably over 
100,000 lbs. of milk. Her 12-year-old 
record exceeded 15,000 lbs. of milk 
from twice-a-day performance. In the 
herd today are three daughters, three 
granddaughters and six great-grand- 
daughters. 

One of the coming herds of the 
state is that belonging to John Stett- 
ler of Washington. Several times his 
herd average has exceeded 400 Ibs. of 
fat per cow in Class C. His great 
foundation cow, a daughter of Ran- 
cocas Mayflower Lad 434103, produced 
18,644 Ibs. of milk and 639 lbs. of fat 
in Class ©, at 12 years of age. His 
most interesting trio consists of three 
full sisters that are granddaughters 
of Matador Hengerveld Bess, the 
great New Jersey cow that made 26- 
667.lbs. of milk and 1031.76 lbs. of fat 
in the Bloomingdale herd several 
years ago. These sisters are testing 
high, as did their famous granddam.

DAIRY PRODUCTS PRODUCTION 
TO INCREASE THIS SPRING 


Increased production of dairy prod- 
ucts is in prospect this spring since 
the relationship between prices of 
feeds and dairy products is favorable 
for dairy production, according to a 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics re- 
port on the dairy situation on Mar. 19. 

Total milk production on March 1, 
was about 4% greater than on March 
1, 1935. Butter prices rose sharply 
in late January and early February 
when the severe weather retarded 
shipments, but since then have de- 
clined under more normal weather. 
The margin between foreign and do- 
mestic prices in early March was 
about the amount of the tariff rate. 

There were 25,622,000 milk cows on 
farms on January 1, or 614,000 less 
than a year earlier and 1,437,000 head

Indiana Herd Wins High Honors 


Word reached us recently that the 
Morgan and Martin herd, Westville, 
Indiana, had recently been awarded 
three Gold Medals for meritorious 
achievement—an uncqualled achieve- 
ment since Indiana some years ago 
started their project of giving recogni- 
tion to proven sires and high herd pro- 
duction. At once, we wrote Prof. E. 
T. Wallace, Extension Dairyman at 
Purdue, who promptly supplied the in- 
formation following in regard to the 
Martin and Morgan herd, and also the 
details of their annual medal awards, 
which we feel will be of interest to 
our readers. 

The achievements of the Martin and 
Morgan herd this past year, it seems, 
are no flash in the pan. G. L. Morgan, 
who is the managing partner in this 
farm, has been one of our good co- 
operators insofar as progressive ex- 
tension work has been concerned for 
a good many years. He is now in his 
eleventh consecutive year of Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association test- 
ing. During that period he has raised 
his herd average from 284 lbs. fat to 
495 lbs. fat. He has followed a very 
rigid health program and his herd is 
negative to both the T. B., and In- 
fectious Abortion. A survey on his 
herd from the standpoint of breeding 
work brought some very interesting 
results. Mr. Morgan’s senior herd sire 
at present is the bull, Pabst Prilly 
Virginia Johanna 513999. This bull 
qualified for our gold medal award in 
our meritorious sire program in 
Indiana this year, with six daughters 
averaging 15,439 lbs. milk, 529 lbs. fat, 
with an average test of 3.43 at an 
average age of 3 years, 2 months. Last 
fall, Mr. Morgan purchased another 
bull to follow this old bull from a 
breeder in Illinois. At the time, he 
had a large number of daughters 
tested. The University of Illinois used 
him for a period of two years. This 
sire, Ilehamwood Creator Lad 455272, 
also qualified for a gold medal. His 
six daughters averaged 15,577 Ibs. 
milk, 570 lbs. fat, with an average test 
of 3.66, at an average age of 3 years, 
2 months. 

In addition to our meritorious sire 
awards, the Indiana State Dairy Asso- 
ciation also offers awards to meritor- 
ious herds in Indiana. In order to 
give you information on these two 
awards. copies of the rules governing 
both projects are given. Mr. Morgan 
had 15 cows in milk last year and his 
herd average, converted to cow years, 
which is the basis of all Dairy Herd 
Improvement Associations are com- 
puted to, showed 495 lbs. fat, for 13.3 
cow vears, qualifying the herd for a 
gold medal—the only breeders in the 
State to receive three gold medals in 
one year. 

Prof. Wallace writes: “I consider 
him one of the constructive, thinking 
breeders of Holstein cattle in Indiana. 
His herd isn’t large, but it is well- 
managed and his high production is a 
result of both good management and 
£00d breeding.” 

The plan under which these medal 
awards are made has been well 
thought out to promote interest in 
sound methods of breeding and dairy 

herd management. We are glad to 





submit the complete statement of 
rules, as furnished by Prof. Wallace, 
covering the Medal of Merit Herd 


Awards and Medal Award for Merit- 
orious Sires. 





Glen Morgan (right) and Dr. Martin, 
both of Westville, Indiana, and partners 
in the Morgan and Martin Dairy, who 
were honored at the annual banquet of 
the Indiana State Dairy Association held 
during the Agricultural ‘Conference at 
Purdue University, West Lafayette, 
Indiana. Their Holstein herd won three 
Gold Medals for 1935, two Meritorious 
Sire awards and one Meritorious Herd 
award. This is the first time that any 
dairy herd in the state of Indiana has 
won three Gold Medals in any one year. 


Rules Governing Indiana’s Medal of 
Merit Herd Awards 

1. <A herd shall consist of ten or 
more cows, each producing not less 
than 300 pounds of butterfat during 
the testing year, except (1) heifers 
under three years of age at time of 
freshening, (2) cows 12 years of age 
or over, (3) cows failing to make pro- 
duction requirements due to _ per- 
manent injury (or disability)—who 
have made previous records equal to 
or greater than the minimum require- 
ments for the medal for which the 
herd is qualified. All cows in the 
herd must be put on test. 

2. All cows three years old or over 
making production requirements of 
300 pounds of butterfat, must be in- 
cluded in the herd. 

3. All cows, except heifers under 
three years of age at time of freshen- 
ing, and on test for less than 270 days, 
will not be included in the herd if they 
fail to meet the production require- 
ments. 


~~ 
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4. Any heifer, freshening under 
three years of age, and on test 300 
days or more, must make 280 pounds 
of butterfat or more, during the test- 
ing year, to qualify. Heifers on test 
less than 300 days will not be included 
if they fail to meet production re- 
quirements. 

5. In case of sale, the record shall 
go with the cow. When a cow on test 
in one herd is sold into another herd, 
which is on test, the record shall be 
included in the purchaser’s herd, pro- 
vided that said sale took place at least 
180 days before the end of the pur- 
chaser’s Testing Period. 

6. Cows tested in Official or Dairy 
Herd Improvement Associations are 
eligible for the Medal of Merit Herd 
Awards. j 

7. In Official Testing, every cow in 
the herd must be put on test within 
twelve months after the first com- 
pleted Official record. 

8. A BRONZE MEDAL will be 
awarded when each cow in the herd, 
except those exempted in Rules 1 and 
4, produces 350 pounds of butterfat or 
more, during the testing year. 

9. A SILVER MEDAL will be 
awarded when each cow in the herd, 
except those exempted in Rules 1 and 
4, produces 350 pounds of butterfat or 
more, during the testing year. 

10. A GOLD MEDAL will be 
awarded when each cow in the herd, 
except those exempted in Rules 1 and 
4, produces 300 pounds of butterfat or 
more, during the testing year. 

11. Rules governing Official and 
regularly organized Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Associations shall apply in 
the conduct of all tests. 

12. All records completed after 
January ist, 1932, will be governed by 
the new rules and awards made on 
this basis. 


Medal Award of Merit for Meritorious 
Sires 

1. A dairy sire shall be considered 
as qualified when six of his daugh- 
ters, out of five different dams, have 
completed a year’s production record. 
All records on the daughters must 
have been completed on or after Janu- 
ary 1, 1928, and must represent not 
more than 365 consecutive days, 
limited to one lactation period. 


a. A bronze medal will be 
awarded a bull when six daugh-

b. A silver medal will be 
awarded a bull when six daugh- 
ters have produced 400 pounds of 
butterfat each in not more than 
365 consecutive days. 

c. A gold medal will be awarded 
a bull when six daughters have 
produced 500 pounds of butterfat 
each in not more than 365 con- 
secutive days. 

d. A certificate will accompany 
each medal, showing the name 
and registration number of the 
sire, name of owner, breed of sire. 


2. Any living dairy sire in active 
service, and regularly recorded in the 
breed association records, and owned

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by Indiana dairymen is eligible for a 
medal award of merit. 

3. The medal and certificate will be 
awarded to the owner of the sire at 
the time the records are completed, 
thereby qualifying said sire, providing 
said owner is a bona fide member of 
the Indiana State Dairy Association. 

4. Dairy Herd Improvement or Offi- 
cial records may be used in qualifying 
a sire for a medal award of merit. 

5. All reports should be forwarded 
to the Dairy Extension Office, Purdue, 
just as soon as completed. No reports 
will be accepted after November Ist, 
of any year, for that year’s awards. 

6. Actual production records are to 
be used, regardless of age. In no case 
should records be calculated to a ma- 
turity basis.

ported, her registration number, if she 
is pure bred, age of each daughter at 
the time the record was started, the 
name and address of the owner, date 
fresh, and date dry, must be included 
for every daughter reported. 

8. It is not necessary that all the 
daughters used in qualifying a sire be 
owned in one herd, or in any one 
state. 

9. Production records on the dams 
are for comparison only, and should 
be included in the report when avail- 
able.

Wisconsin News Items | 


By E. M. Clark. 


Many Holstein breeders in the Mil- 
waukee milk shed feel that their mod- 
erate testing milk is being discrimi- 
nated against. Retail prices on this 
market are set by the Department of 
Agriculture and Markets as follows: 
miik testing 3.8% or less at ten cents 
per quart; 3.9% to 4.2% at eleven 
cents and milk testing above 4.2% at 
twelve cents. The bulk of the milk 
sold is the ten cent grade and dealer 
competition has forced the test right 
up to 3.7% or 3.8%. Naturally this 
dealer demand is passed back to the 
producer with the result that many 
mixed herds are now quite evident. On 
February 17, Mr. C. H. Baldwin attend- 
ed a conference in Milwaukee in order 
to see what could be done to help 
solve the problem. The outcome of 
the conference was a recommendation 
drawn up providing for three grades 
of milk: 3.4% and under to be sold at 
the base price, 3.4% to 4.0% at one 
cent a quart higher and over 4.0% at 


two cents above base price. One 
dealer expressed a desire to sell a mod- 
erate fat miik at a reduced price 
while a couple of the large dealers 
said they could not get enough mod- 
erate testing milk to supply the de- 
mand if the conference recommenda- 
tions were in effect. On February 20 
a conference was held with the Com- 
missioners of Agriculture in Madison 
at which time the problem was pre- 
sented. No action has been taken as 
yet. 





The two day meeting of the Wiscon- 
sin Dairymen’s Association held in 
Janesville, March 26-27 was a decided 
success. About 650 attended the ban- 
quet and enjoyed Jim Hay’s true-type 
demonstration. Many Holstein breed- 
ers were present and about fifty had 
lunch together the second day.
